The Arizona law gen- 
erated immediate 
controversy after it 
was signed by Gov. 

Jan Brewer in April 
2010. The American 
Civil Liberties Union 
issued a travel alert 
for Arizona, and 
dozens of groups 
canceled meetings 
or conventions.

SUPREME COURT 
POKES HOLES IN 
IMMIGRATION LAW

WASHINGTON The Supreme Court struck 
down Monday key parts of an Arizona law 
that sought to deter illegal immigration, but 
let stand a controversial provision that lets 
police check a person’s immigration status 
while enforcing other laws. 

In a decision sure to ripple across the politi- 
cal landscape in a presidential election year, 
the court’s 5-3 ruling upheld the authority of 
the federal government to set immigration 
policy and laws. 

“The national government has significant 


power to regulate immigration,” Justice An- 
thony Kennedy wrote in the majority opin- 
ion. ‘Arizona may have understandable frus- 
trations with the problems caused by illegal 
immigration while that process continues, 
but the state may not pursue policies that un- 
dermined federal law” 

The Supreme Court concluded that the 
federal government has the power to block 
the law— known as SB1070. Yet the court let 
stand one of the most controversial parts of 
the bill— a provision that lets police check a 
person’s immigration status while enforcing 


other laws if “reasonable suspicion” exists 
that the person is in the U.S. illegally 

“There is a basic uncertainty about what 
the law means and how it will be enforced,” 
Kennedy wrote. 

‘At this stage, without the benefit of a de- 
finitive interpretation from state courts, it 
would be inappropriate to assume [the provi- 
sion] will be construed in a way that creates a 
conflict with federal law” 

Kennedy made clear that Arizona authori- 
ties had to enforce the immigration status 
checks in compliance with federal law or face 


certain constitutional challenges. 

The Arizona Department of Public Safety 
and the Arizona Association of Chiefs of Po- 
lice said it wasn’t immediately clear whether 
authorities would begin checking motorists’ 
immigration status while enforcing other 
laws and referred questions to the Arizona 
attorney general’s office. The office did not 
immediately return a call from CNN seeking 
comment on Monday 

Opponents of the Arizona law said the so- 
called “show me your papers” provision will 
lead to racial profiling. 


“Law enforcement will be held accountable should this statute 
be misused in a fashion that violates an individual’s civil rights.’’

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FAT CAMP 
FOR PETS? 


Not quite, but a custom 
workout might be just 
what the doctor ordered

Telling yourself it’s finally time to sign up 
for the gym and shed some pounds is hard 
enough, but getting your dog to drop weight? 

That can be even tougher. 

Erin Kowalski, 30, of Humboldt Park 
learned that a few years ago when her choc- 
olate lab, Zeus, ballooned to no pounds— 
about 36 pounds overweight. 

While a healthier diet and extended walk- 
ing regimen produced noticeable results for 
her dog, Kowalski turned to a relatively new 
option to get Zeus to a healthy weight. She 
signed him up with a Logan Square pet clinic 
that specializes in animal weight loss. The 
clinic has all the bells and whistles you’d ex- 
pect at a neighborhood gym— from laser ther- 
apy to acupuncture to workouts with exercise 
balls. Turns out, an underwater treadmill and 
resistance pool was the secret to Zeus’ slim- 
down. 

“He’s got a better coat, he’s got more en- 
ergy— all around he’s a better dog because of 
his weight loss,” Kowalski said. “Everybody 
thinks he’s a 3-year-old dog, even though he’s 
9-” 

Pet owners in Chicago are taking new mea- 
sures to help Eido burn the fat. Specialty care 
facilities, which can cost hundreds of dollars 
for multi-week regimens, offer human-like 
ways for dogs and cats to shed pounds. There 
are even boot camps designed for pet and 
owner to work out together. Meanwhile, pet 
owners across the country are spending tens 
of millions of dollars every year to treat issues 
that are brought on by their pets’ weight. 

While Americans themselves are facing a 
national obesity problem, their pets are tip- 
ping the scales as well. 

More than half of adult dogs and cats are 
overweight or obese, according to the Asso- 
ciation for Pet Obesity Prevention, and about 
one in five of them weighs in at more than 30 
percent over its ideal body weight. The sur- 
plus pounds can lead to a host of health issues 
including arthritis, diabetes and problems 
with the hips, kidneys and liver. And while 


fat cats like Meow, the 39 -pound feline whose 
photo was passed around online before he 
passed away last month, have been talk-show 
punchlines of late, experts say the issue is 
something to be taken seriously 

“Every time we see these horribly obese and 
overweight cats, there’s always a little joke, a 


little asterisk attached to it,” said Ernie Ward, 
author of pet obesity book “Chow Hounds.” 
‘As a vet, I see that that animal is suffering.” 

Ward said the issue of animal obesity has 
gained traction in recent years, going from a 
subject that was brushed off when the asso- 
ciation was founded in 2005 to a topic that is 


beginning to open the eyes of pet owners. 

Megan Ridley, a veterinarian at Integrative 
Pet Care, the Logan Square clinic that helped 
Zeus, said she treats animals she believes are 
morbidly obese. 

“We come up with protocols for these ani- 
mals,” she said. “I usually put the No. i {goal}

When a walk in the park or a few games of fetch won’t cut 
it, some pet owners turn to unconventional methods to 
help their pets shed pounds and treat health issues associ- 
ated with extra weight. From familiar to far-out, here are 
some ways canines are getting worked out and shaped up. 


Underwater treadmills: It might look like an ordinary run- 
ning machine, but fill it with water, and a regular walk goes 
the extra mile. Resistance from the water makes a 20-minute 
walk in the machine equal to about an hour’s walk on land. 


eight- to 1 2-week treatments range from $800 
to $1,400, and can include boarding. Heil said 
the rehab and weight loss can prevent costlier 
procedures. Hip surgery for a dog or cat can 
cost at least $3,000 to $4,000. 

Saq Nadeem, founder of the resort-style 
boarding service Paws for Pets, said he has 
seen a growing number of customers willing 
to pay for extra services that help their pets 
get in shape. 

The company didn’t always offer treadmill 
fitness or nature hikes for dogs, but demand 
for those services has grown as owners in- 
creasingly spoil their pets as they would their 
own children. 

“In general, I think there is a big trend to- 
ward providing comprehensive services,” he 
said. “We’ve seen a trend of more and more 
places offering these add-on services.” 


Diana Ozimek, a trainer who runs fitness 
boot camps for women in Chicago, has her 
own solution. 

After seeing many pet owners who aban- 
doned the gym to care for their pet, she devel- 
oped a workout routine for canines and their 
owners alike. 

The challenge, she says, is that pet owners 
see jogging as one of the only ways to work 
out in tandem with a dog. 

But her four- and six-week boot camps, 
which she began teaching about a month ago, 
incorporate light training for the dogs along 
with cardio and weight training for their 
keepers. 

“You should definitely see a increased level 
of fitness for you and your dog,” she said. “You 
should both be able to work better together.”

Ridley said it’s rare to see an animal come in 
for treatment solely for weight issues. Usually, 
she says, existing problems such as arthritis, 
hip dysplasia and other issues that cause pets 
to be less active have been made worse by be- 
ing overweight or obese. But it does happen. 


One recent client brought in a dog who was 
fed a diet of table scraps for a year and a half 
The dog that should have weighed 65 pounds 
soared to 90. 

“ Y)u could see it was starting to have issues 
with its wrists,” she said. 

Ed Heil, owner of Integrative Pet Care, said

The American Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
estimates the minimum cost of 
owning a small dog in its first year 
is $1,314. That number rises to 
$1,580 and $1,843 for medium and 
large dogs, respectively. For cats, 
owners can expect to pay $1,035.

Agility training: Some owners don’t want an animal that 
is just fit, they want a champion. Facilities like Integrative 
Pet Care offer more intense training and fitness courses 
for animals whose owners want them to compete in 
agility competitions. Hurdles, ramps, cones and other 
obstacles are combined with underwater treadmills and 
resistance pools to increase a dog’s speed. 


Laser therapy: Different classes of laser therapies can 
be used to increase blood flow around joints and mus- 
cles, making it easier for a pet to move and train. Excess 
pounds can weaken joints in the legs, making it harder 
to walk. 


Resistence pools: To help rehabilitate an animal after 
broken bones, or to get the body moving to treat hip and 
other joint problems, a swim in a resistance pool can be 
used. The treatment also helps dogs learn to use their 
back legs while swimming, instead of doggie-paddling.

You’ve got Facebook mail 


Without asking for permission, Facebook has 
changed users’ listed email addresses to ones 
ending in “@facebook.com.” 

The change was discovered Saturday, and 
has resulted in either users having their @face- 
book.com address being listed or simply hav- 
ing all of their other addresses be hidden. 

The @facebook.com email service was an- 
nounced in 2010, but it hasn’t really gained 
traction as a replacement to other email ser- 
vice. It makes sense for the social network to 
want to promote its own service, but the way 
it’s gone about it is sure to upset some people. 

To change back your email address, go to 


your profile, click “Update info,” scroll down 
to “Contact Info” and click “Edit.” Select with 
whom you want to share each individual email 
address and to the right of that choose whether 
you want your email displayed on your timeline 
or not. 

While users can opt out of having their 
@facebook.com address listed, the troubling 
part of the change is how Facebook went about 
implementing it. The social network didn’t so 
much as announce the change was coming or 
alert users once it happened. 

Instead, a blogger came across the change 
over the weekend while checking his profile’s 


contact information. 

“Facebook silently inserted themselves into 
the path of formerly-direct unencrypted com- 
munications from people who want to email 
me,” said Gervase Markham, the blogger. “In 
other contexts, this is known as a Man In The 
Middle (MITM) attack. What on earth do 
they think they are playing at?” 

The company contends it announced the 
change back in April in a note mentioning 
all users would be getting updated URL and 
email addresses. However, it makes no men- 
tion of the fact that users’ listed emails would 
be changed.

Gulf of Mexico 
gets back to 
pumping some oil 

D HOUSTON Some of the Gulf of Mexi- 
co’s biggest oil and gas producers began 
to restart production and restaff evacuated 
platforms Monday as Tropical Storm Debby 
slowly headed for the Florida panhandle, 
away from energy infrastructure in the basin. 

Debby, the first named storm of 2012 to dis- 
rupt energy operations in the Gulf, temporar- 
ily idled nearly half of its oil output— nearly 
double the amount shut on Sunday— and 
more than a third of natural gas output as pro- 
ducers shut down operations and evacuated 
staff at installations in the storm’s projected 
path. 

The US. Bureau of Safety and Environmen- 
tal Enforcement said on Monday that com- 
panies had shut in 44.1 percent, or 608,025 
barrels per day of oil and 34.8 percent, or 1.5 
billion cubic feet per day of gas was shut in. As 
restarts progress, those figures are expected 
to decline.
